Dominion (Government Permit JiiiDor 
tation of American Cattle (o 
Prevent Meat Famine. 

There is still no sign of the abatement of 
the floods, and tho disaster now appears to 
be more fur roieliing than at first aupposecJ, 
as tho dotuile come in from the various dis 
trosa points. The C. P. R. oompany (yes- 
terday gavo out that their present loss 
will total $1,000,000, while % is unhappily 
too certain that the loss to the individuals 
and companies owning property in tho in- 
undated territory will fully tcjual tliia 
amount. Temporary terminal fuoililiea 
littvo been provided at Wharnook, 
whence connection will be made 
with Ruby Creek by boat Though 
no mails or paB8onf,'era got tlirouyli to Vic- 
toria fast nifjhl, they wore reported to huva 
reached Vacouvor and will arrive from 
there to night, Tho Hope slough dam 
has gone, and tho Kraser valley 
farma are all under water, $100,000 
damogo having been done in Chilliwack 
munioipality alone, Tho water at Matequl, 
where smiling farms excited the admiration 
of travollero » few weeko ago, is now up to 
tho tops of toleuraph poles, and all around is 
watery waste and desolation. 

The Hltuntlou at .tllHfilon Citj. 

Mission City, June L— (Speoisl)— Sinco 
yesterday the water has risen nearly six 
inohoa at tbe railway bridge and more than 
a foot a short distanee below, where the 
dyke is now covered in several places. The 
rush of water is rapidly increasing tho gaps, 
and a great number of cattle, being part of 
the herds of tbe Qood-driven settlers, are 
gathered upon tho narrow atrip of dry land 
»long the top of tho dyke, where the short 
tuif and branches of small trees adjoinii £ 
Mrord very scmty pasturage. 

Each day's atenmer removoa a few of the 
cattle, all that lime and space permit, but 
the process has been slow, and tho removal 
waa only completed to-day, when theateani- 
or Gladys, delayed on her upward trip to 
run bacli from hero to a point five or aix 
miles away, where a few cattle remained ou 
tho dyke. Since tho first removals of bov- 
eral days ago, many animals have strayed 
long diatanoes, and there will no doubt be 
loss from this cause, while others have swum 
back to tho places from whioli they were 
driven. 

On the railroad tho situation remains 
much tho same. Nothing can bo done to 
repair tho worst breaks in tho Whatcom 
line until tho flood abates, A close watch 
is still kept on the bridge, for its piers are 
mado of piles more than seventy feet long, 
and tbe pressure of driftiug trees carried 
Qgitinet tho piers is something tremendous. 

The tug Conatanco is employed above tho 
bridge, meeting the largest trees as they 
drift down, and towing them to auoh a 
position that) they will paas clear of the 
piers. On the main lino of the CP. K. a 
large force of repairers are at work, as well 
aa on Hatzio prairie, where there is danger 
of a washout. The so-called Hatzio dyko 
was an embankment of the CP.R , and was 
situated about three miles above the bridge 
on the opposite side ; higher up than tho 
unfortunate Matsqui dyke the railway runs 
aorosa Halzio prairie about midway between 
the river and the hills, and the land on both 
uidea 18 very low. Laat year the C. P. H 
proposed to form a dyke by filling In tho 
high trestle about half a mile long, and per- 
sons whose lauds would thus be pro- 
tected made liberal contributions to- 
wards the work. Tho telegraph as well 
as tho railway lino hua suffered at 
Halzic, poles along tho embankment being 
washed away, carrying tho lino into the 
from which it has been now hoisted 
a few feet by moans of temporary lupporta. 
The line between here and Wliarnuok, ton 
inilea nearer Vancouver, is puaeable, but 
not in good condition, and it haa therefore 
lieen deciiied to make NVharnock tho t(T- 
minus of the river service, which must be 
kept up for many days, if not for Bonio 
Hceka, between tliero and a point a few 
miles above, Knl)y creek (eighty tivo mileii 
from Vancouver) being tho weateru limit of 
through traliic ponding construction of a 
bridge to replace lliat at Agasoiz, which 
has been bodily carried away. 

At the time of this message, three o'clock 
in the afternoon, the stoamer Transfer, 
which passed up on her first trip to Ruby 
Creek yesterday ttf'ernoon, hud not been 
heard from, though hourly expected since 
morning to arrive on her return trip. In- 
StrQctlooB await her here to land puaseDgors 
at Wbaroook, and go back to Ruby creek 
without delay, taking tbe east-bound mulls 
and passengers brought from Vancouver on 
a special train, which wil| take tboae 
brought down on their journey towards tho 
const. 

A conatruolion gtiig have been at work at 
Wharuock to day l)uil(iing a u'ood landing 
and other requisitoa for tho terminal point, 
which it liaa ao uue.x pectedly become. 

81111 UlHlDR at ncstuilnHlcr. 

Wi-usTMlN.STKK, .Juno 1. — (Special) — - At 
high tide this morning tho Fraser at this 
oily registered ono inch higher than yester- 
day, and the water iu still rising, though 
less rapidly than tv/o days ago. No steamer 
arrived from the flooded districts to day 
and tho wires being badly dieorganized little 
information concerning the situation could 
he obtained. Thu resciio of settlers and 
th 'iralook ia still going on, 

.A. iliapaleh from Mission saya the water 
roHo three irtchea at that point laat night 
and tlittt thingH aro growing worse there. 
Thn water rose four inches at Langloy last 
night. For anuio diatuuco west of Hurrieon 
tlio water covers tbe track- to u depth of 
marly three feet, and trains cannot travel 
ihrinigh it. 

M'', K- (ireyell came down from C^hilli- 
wuck last night and reporlH tho condition of 
things along tho river as moot I wnentable. 
Tho damage lo Chilliwack municipality was 
not sorioua until Wednesday, when Hope 
slough dum broke and the water poured 
over and iouudsted some of tbe finest farms 
in the valley. Tbe grain and root crops aro 



completely destroyed. Mr, GroyoU places 
his own loss at between 51,000 and SI, TOO, 
and does not think 3100,000 -.vould cover 
the damage incurred in Chilliwack munici- 
pality alone. Tbe urea of groin destroyed 
can bo counted by tho thousands of acres. 

A dispatch from Moteijui aays t)ie water 
thero rose a foot ainco yeatorday. Tho rail- 
road ia under water all tho way from Mis- 
aion to Maolures, and much damage haa 
been done. Tho fences uro ull washed away, 
and the water is now within a foot of the 
top of tlie telegraph poles and rising fuat. 
There is no way to get news, as all the peo- 
ple uro cut off by water and no boats uro to 
be hud. 

''Tho steamer Rithet arrived from Viateriu 
at 2 o'clock this morning. She waa detained 
aevorul hours in Plumper Pass yesterduy 
by tho heavy weather on the Gulf. On her 
way up rivor she struck two snags opposite 
Anoioville cannery. The drift got tangled 
up in her wheel, and she drifted down to 
E wen's cannery before getting clear. Tho 
contact with the snaes broke several pad- 
dles of her wheol, and she was undergoing 
repairs all day. To night she left for up 
river, 

Tancouver'a .neat Famine. 

Vancouver, June 1.— (Special) — Owing 
to the beef famine hero, Mr. Mclatosh 
wired Ottawa, via Seattle, and haa obtained 
tho following reply : 

" Urr.\w.\, ,June 1. — On Mr. Corbould'a 
represontationa, owing to the beef famine 
in Britiah Columbia caused by the auapou- 
aion of railway conmmnicution, tho Goveru- 
meut haa pacaod an order-in-council per- 
mitting tho imporiution of c-ittlo into tho 
Province from tho United States, to be 
slaughtered imniediately on arrival at tho 
boundary." 

Tho latest reports are ; The river ia still 
rising ; previous trains cancollod ; tho first 
train for the E»Rt leaves to-morrow. 

At Matrqui tho waves wore washing over 
tho telegraph wires to day. Several more 
washouts are reported in Matequi district. 
The flood-bound paaaengera east of tho break 
arrived at Mission to-night, and will be 
brought down with the mails to-morrow. 
Tho CP K. loss so far is estimated at one 
million dollars. 

New WKST.MINSTEI}, June 1.— If the rail- 
way servioe is not resumed within a few 
days tbe city will bo experiencing a meat 
famine. The meat supply at present is not 
large enough to last beyond the middle of 
next week. 

Belter Proupcctn on the Sound. 

Seatti.k, June 1. — Tho floods in the 
rivers running into the Sound are steudily 
falling, nnd unlcaa tho spell of wurm 
weather which began yeaierday should 
bring down another rush of water from tho 
melting anow in tho mountains, the streams 
likely to continue falling, and tho sub- 
merged farms will again appear above 
water, liul tho Columbia and tho rivers of 
KuBtern Wuehington are still in full flood. 

Up to noon yesterday the Skagit hud 
fallen a foot in twenty-four hours ond was 
still falling, but a stream 100 feet wide wua 
rushing through tho break in tho levee at 
Mount Vernon and beating against tho 
Greot Northern grade near Fir, thus keep- 
ing the water backed up. Trains run from 
Seattle to Stanwoodand from Mount Ver- 
non north, leaving a gap twelve feet wide 
through the flooded delta. It ia hoped to 
have the damage repaired by to-morrow 
night, so that through irain service can bo 
resumed. The Seattle & Northern track 
has been covered with water for four miles 
uast of Whitney, but It Is expected that the 
flood will hovo receded sufiioiBntly to-doy 
to lot trains run to Hamilton. 

Tho reaumption of through servioe on tho 
main lines of the Northern Paoifiu and 
Great Northerp depends on when the dam- 
age done on tbe Clarke's Fork, Kootenai 
and Missoula rivers can be repaired. It 
was learned in the city yesterday that tbe 
wash out on tho former road at Horse 
Plaina, Mont. , by the Missoula river had 
been repaired and that trains wore com- 
ing through. They have been coming 
about thirty-aix hours luto, tho ono due 
on Tuesday having arrived yesterday morn 
ing, and that duo on Wednesday boiug ox 
pected to-day. Ono train will bo dropped 
out, und from to day they aro expected to 
run ou time. On tho Great Northern main 
lino the water is reported to bo going down 
and tt train is expected to got through on 
Sunday. Nothing definite is known ut tho 
otlices in this city of tho location and ex 
tent of tho damage, as detailed reports do 
not come bore from tho main lino. 

Tho worst flood this sido of tho bouniinry 
ia at Portland, according to railroad men. 
The water is u foot deep in tho offico of (lie 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, aix 
blocks from tho rivor, und is said to bo over 
thn counter of the Northern Pacific ticket 
office, ao that wouid-bo passengers go there 
iu boats and, unless they steer oarefuUy 
and slowly into tbe doorway, are liable to 
go olear across tbe counter and bump into 
some of the clerks paddling around on stilts. 

Tlie Skagit Bectdlns. 

Moc.NT Vernok, June 1. — The Skagit has 
recidod about thirty-two incliea, but to- 
night it appears to bo rising again slowly. 
The water ia still pouring througli thadykea 
bolow town, but has boon stopped near 
Avon from running into Beaver murah. 
Tho ranchers beliovo now that tho 
crops will come out with only miuor 
damage if no more high water cornea. 

Assistant General Superintendent Dickin- 
son, of tho Northern Pacific, wired early 
evening that tho break had been repaired 
ucrosa Clurk'a Pork, near Hope, Idalio, and 
that Friday's overland would arrive on 
time. 'I'ho trains of the two provioua days 
will bo combined, also arriving to-morrow 
afternoon. East-bound trains aro now pups- 
ing the break. There huvo been small 
washouts near (iurriaon, Mont , and ono be- 
tween Pasco and Wallula. These will bo 
repaired by to-day.

LoNDiiN, June 1. — Ir. tho Houfce of Com- 
mons yesterday Sir William Harcourt moved 
that government business take precedence 
for the remainder of the session, as more 
time was Imperative in order to hasten the 
budget. He was unable as yet to state the 
government's intention in regard to what 
bills might bo abandoned. 

Mr. Balfour complained of Hareourt's 
reticence in regard to the disousiion of gov- 
ernment measnres, and said the Liberal 
leaders' proposal to appropriate the time of 
the House without stating to what it was to 
be devoted had caused a decidedly unpleas. 
ant impression in tbe House. 

Mr. Seton-Karr declared the course to be 
pursued was "pure robbery," and moved 
that it should not go into force for a month. 

John Redmond opposed Hurcourt's mo- 
tion on tbe ground that tho Government 
was asking for a blank check. Mr. Red- 
mond said the Parnellitea insisted that tho 
Housn should proceed with tho evicted ten- 
ants' bill und with tho crimes act repeal 
bill. The former, though disappointing, 
was good so far as it wont, and the most ur- 
gent moaaure In tho Government pro- 
grnnuiio. 

Joseph Chamberlain declared that Har- 
eourt's doniund was unreasonable and 

arbitrary. 

Samuel Woods osked the Government to 
statu its intention in regard to thu eight- 
hour bill, and Frederick C. Morgan wanted 
information as to the Government's course 
regarding tho Welsh disestablishment bill. 
Sir William Harcourt said be hoped the 
government would be able to carry all tbe 
bills mentioned during the present session, 
hut ho was uoablo to state whioh of ^ these 
measures would first bo dealt with. 

Mr. Goachen moved that precedence be 
granted financial business. This motion 
waa opposed by Sir William Harcourt and 
rejected. 

Tho House was divided on Sir William 
Hareourt's original motion that government 
biisineaa take precedence for the remainder 
of tho seaaion, and it was adopted by a vote 
of 2;M to

GLEBaYMEN AS SCHOOL TBU8TEES. 

' To TUB Editor :— One of the trustees of 
the city scboolii was considered disqualified 
on the technicality that be is a non-reeident, 
and he oonscientiouBly resigned, the fact 
being that his residence is juat out^aide of 
the city limits, while his interosta are in tho 
oity and his businces entirely carried on 
there, neceasitating hia presence in tho city 
during the whole of tho day. Eminent legal 
authority has, however, under the circum- 
stances, justified him in retaining his posi- 
tion. Mr. W. Marohttu'', another trustee, 
acts as a local preacher, performing, to all 
intents and purpoeoo, tho duties of a clergy- 
man, by regularly conducting the aorvioea at 
Burnsido Mission Baptist church. 

This is very laudable on the part of Mr. 
Marohant, but inconsistent with the duties 
of school trustee and directly ia conflict 
with the " General ProTlBlooa " of the 
school act, whbb expressly state : " All 
public Bobools established under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be oonduoted on 
atrictly scoular and non-sectarian princi- 
ples," "provided, always, that no clergy- 
man of any denomination aball be eligible 
for the position of superintendent, teacher 
or trustee." 

Mr. Marohant muit be aware that he Is 
not acting aooording to the spirit of the 
law, yet he persists in holding on to hia 
position as trustee. Why not follow thiv, 
course taken by his oolleague ?

LoKDON, June 1.— The Fortnightly Re- 
view publiuhfB ikti iii'orviow with ex->Spealter 
Reed on silvtr. Tho yreut Rei)ublic'in 
leader souudu n keynote for future catii- 
paigQS by deolaring that ailverand tho turifT 
uiaat be regarded " oot oa two itsues, but 
as one," and that the deprooiatioD of silver 
ii vastly iDoreaelng the export baaioess nf 
tho oiU-er nationa, repreaeDting 700,000,000 
of people, la the iateivicfr Mr. Keed 
Bays ; 

" Vou in England wjint lia to lower 
duties. What will you give na ia ex- 
ciar.ye? Will ydu open y ur mints to sil- 
ver by ugreoiiicnl ? Oiiu i-ning at least you 
ir.ay roly upon — you \\il! not find tho Ro- 
pul)lii:an pirty ctforini; ihe otlior cheek aa 
these Deniourulio gentlemen do. For yonrs 
past thoy hiive btcn posing as the friH[ida of 
silver, and because you people iu iiogUnd 
close tho Indian mints and put a duty on 
silver bullion those friends of free eilvfr are 
now preparing to reword your giniiobity by 
lowering duties all around. One ihiLu at 
least we have learned oinco the cessation of 
silver piiruhasea last year, that cluap silver 
ia an (ff.'Ctivo atinuilua to Aeiaiic porta, 
and this being tho case, wo have got to con- 
nider silver and the tarilf not as two isbuca 
li'.ir. aa one. 

It is evidently no time to loivor our tariffs 
when the currency of 700, IJilO, 1)00 of Orien- 
tals ia depreciating and tho exporting pow- 
ers of the gold using nations ia thereby in- 
creaaing. Tfie decrease in its silver, its 
value to pay wages and its value to buy pro- 
visions in India — that ia what makes the 
ailvor question an issue that wo are forced 
to face. You reeognize of courso that the 
position has entirely changed in the past 
aix months. Tho previous enormous com- 
pulsory monthly purchases of silver, u most 
TioiouB prooeeding, went far to confuse 
men'a minda and to disguise tho presence of 
a serious currency problem to bo solved. It 
ia evidently important for tho debtor nations, 
on whioh list we stand firat, to raise the 
price of silver and thereby reduce the 
bounty on exports wbioh Asia now enjoys. 
This can be done best by agreement with 
o her mt ons favorable to silver and by (uch 
high tariffs against these nationa which i c- 
jjot monetary ugreement as will ensure u^ 
a favorable balance of trade, in short, a 
higher pric? for silver by reduoing Asiatic 
exports tu Europe will Inorease ours ; add 
to this a high 'nriff and we can keep our 
gold at homo, or at least if sold it will 
quickly come back again."

FATAL BOLL FIGHT. 

One of the L^adini; Spanish Uatadors tho 
Victim of Ills Antagonist. 

Madrid, May 30.— There waa a sickening 
spictbcle io tho bull pen a few day a 
since. Kl Eapatro, u well known matador, 
while engaging tho firat bull sent into tho 
ring was caught by one of tho horns of the 
animal and his abdomen tipped open. He 
died five minutes later. The bull had killed 
four horses, and ho became extremely fierce 
when the bandorilloroa fixed their darts in 
hia neck. Ton thousand persona were watch 
iag tho li(;ht and the cccilcnent was in 
t .<nHO. The bull waa almost in the centre of 
the arenii, pawing the ground and tuasing 
his head. Hia eyes gleamed with a wicked 
light aa Eapatro approached him with his 
usual dariug, which bro ight forth pl&udits 
from tho epectatora. Aa ho got nearer the 
infuriated bull made a ruah for him and 
kicked him down. The matador waa not 
apparently hurt, for he apraug nimbly to 
his fott and again attiicked tho animal, 
whioh had wheeled about preparatory to 
making another (.harge up!.n hia enemy. 

Tliero was a moment of auspenae, and 
then with lowered head 1 he bull rushed at 
the matador, who sprang to one side and 
pluDgod hia sword into the neck of tho ani- 
mal.

One of the animal's 
horns caught tho unfortunate man in the 
abdomen and tore his body almost up to the 
cheat. Blood poured from tho ghastly 
wound in a torrent us tho matador sunk 
fainting to the ground. He was at once 
carried to an infirmary, whore the phydi- 
oian pronounced his wounds fatal. 
A priest was summoned and ad- 
ministered extreme unction to the 
dying man. In five minutes he 
was doud. The spectators, at least the 
greater portion, did not propoeo that their 
pleasures should be spoiled by tho death of 
a man who had been well paid to assist in 
making a holiday for them, and so the fight 
was continued as soon aa the excitcmont 
had somewhat subsided. All the bulla 
foucrht well, killing fifteen horses and floor- 
ing two of the toreadors, who were aeverely 
bruised. El Espatro was engaged to marry, 
and the wedding was to have taken place 
shortly. Ho waa extremely popular and 
had made a largo fortune. It was his inten- 
tion to retire from tho ring next year.

TJ{U£I TO ITS NATURE. 

It ia imp^Bsible for i\ narrow-minded and 
ill-oondilioQed oreatnro to conceal its amall- 
ness and its spitefulnecs Let the oooBsion 
be wh&t it may, its true aature will be sure 
to shoK' itself. One would think thut if 
there was any time in which a biiihU poli- 
tician would forgot hie potty ainm and his 
party prt judicca, it would be when those 
with whom ho was intimktoly associated and 
whose interests were bouad up in his own 
wore sufferiDg from a terrible and unex- 
pected calamity. It might be expected that 
ho would bo ao filled with aympathy for tho 
auHerers, and his mind so fully oc- 
cupied io deviaiuc; ways and moans 
to relieve their wants and to lessen 
their trouble that be would have 
neither the time nor the inolinatioa to at- 
tempt to make political cupitiU out of the 
miafortuno which hud overwhelmed his 
neighbors, and that he would coaae, ut any 
rate for the moment, to attempt to L'ratify 
his political apitea uud to advance his poli- 
ttoal interests. It might also be expected 
that he would gladly and zealously co- 
operate with anyone, no matter how he 
might feel towards him peraonally, who was 
engaged in relieving tho auireringa and in 
raiaing the hopes of tho victims of tho catas- 
trophe. But the course which the New 
Westminster Columbian is taking proves 
that there are men so intensely selfish 
and BO incouoeivibly spiteful that even 
a great diaaater that bringa mieery upon 
thoub.vr.da and theit oalla for the ac- 
tive syinpilhy of tho whole community, 
cannot, ahock them into self-forgetfulness 
even for a moment. While the floods are 
rushing over the farms of the settlers in the 
v:\lUy of tho Kraser, destroying the work 
of years, overwhelming their llocks and 
herds and cndaugerini,' their own livea, tho 
Columbian ia trying to think how this awful 
oalttStroplie can be mnde to advance the in- 
terests of the miserable faotion of which it 
is the organ. It takes, too, the meanest and 
most unprincipled way of effecting its pur- 
pose. In its eagerness to discredit theGov- 
ornment, it atutes what ia utterly untrue. 
It sayp ; 

It is hardly necessary to say that it is tho 
obvious duty of the Government, for tho 
time b.ing, to render prompt and effective 
aa.fistancp, both in tho height of the cilamity 
and, afterwards, in mitigation of thu results. 
We regret that the Goveramont haa already 
allowed politioal considerations to iuterfure 
with and delay Its orgent duty in this mat- 
ter, as will be seen by the atutement of facta 
elsewhere. & Garernmenti that would be 
guilty ei procrastination In saeh oiroum- 
stBDoea, and for such reasons, has certainly 
reached u most deplorable plane. 

The Premier's bitterest enemies ivill not 
accuse him of being oiilil ho.irtoil iind un- 
synip ilhr;'-!.: Hi; ia well known to Ijo the 
reverae, and it ia not; to ho supposed that 
when it is bis official duty to succor 
the distreesod, he would permit of 
even an hour's unnecessary delay. Ho 
was fortunately on the Mainland 
when tho river had rioou to a dangerous 
height, and ho did not loso a moment in 
taking meuaurea to send a relief steamer up 
tho river. Before tho Columblnn writer had 
ponuod his apiteful falsehood, Mr. Davie 
had made arrangements to send tho Trana- 
for to Nioomen Island. Tho newspaper that 
would lie about euch a matter at auch a limo 
ia eupable of any baBouoas to further what it 
believes to be tho intereala of its party. The 
Premier oannot beaooasedof want,of zial in 
this matter. The truth is, he gave 
himself no rest until he had done what 
was necessary to put matters in train 
for the immodiuto relief of tho aufTerors, 
and wo have no doubt that ho will do all 
that he can do to make farming in tho val- 
ley of the Fraser hereafter aeeure. And we 
are satisfied that bis efiforta as leader of the 
Qoverament will be crowned with success. 
It is fortunate that the financial position of 
the Government is so strong and that tho 
Influence of tho Columbiun and the little- 
minded, malignant crow which it repre- 
aonts is 80 weak, that tbeir eflforts to de- 
stroy the credit of the Province, persistent 
and malignant as they are, will not have tho 
eCTaot intended. The present Government, 
in spite of tho unpatriotic efforts of ita ouo- 
mies, will have both the will and the power 
to put the dyking in the Fraaor valley in 
audi a condition that such a disaster as the 
present will be almost an impossiblUly. 



PLA TFORMMA KINO. 

The Nows-Advortisor is making fair 
progress — a plank a day — with the con- 
struction of a platform for what, for want 
of a bettor name, wo must call tho Cotton 
division of tho Uppoaition party. On Tuea- 
diky it published — not by authority — " the 
sobnol plank." This is not uiuoh of a plank, 
it io not strong and it does not appear to bo 
very now. Wo look in vain for any 
d< liuilo statement of policy in the article, 
whii^h takes the form of a loose criticism of 
tho aahool policy of former governments, 
and some weak boasting as to what the 
Ojipoaition hos indirectly done in alterlcg 
our ayslom iif public education. Wo, for 
our part, are very far from believing that 
that iiilluenco has worked boutlioially oitlier 
fen- tlu' schoola or tho laxpayora. Our 
belief ia that tho ayatoni as it was aix 
yu.iia ago, before the Opposition began its 
uobliliug and was allowed to have Its way, 
was better in almost every roopeot than it ia 
now. In this we find wo are in agreement 
with ibo Nanaimo wing of the Opposition. 
The thirteenth plank of tho platform adopt- 
ed by the Nanaimo Reform Club, the 
Minors' Protective Association and the 
various Trades (Joions of the city of Na- 
naimo roads aa follows : 

" That tho Government have full control 
of educational matters and schools, and do 
erect aud maintain nchool houses and do 
pay the salaries of teachers and other offici- 
als connected therewith." 

We find that our Nanaimo neighbors look 
back with regret to tho state of things 
which at the deniaud of the 
Opposition haa paaaod away. Tliey wanted 
tho change, and were continually oompluin- 
ing becauio they did not got it, and now 
that they have got what they desired, the 
Kanaimo Oppositionists, at any rate, are not 
satisfied. They want to go back to tho 
good old way. In the matter of Education, 
the Nanaimo Oppositionists are a good deal 
more than conservative — they are reac 
tionary. 

Wo cannot find among tho loose, and wo 
rather think purposely indotinito, state 
ments of tho News-Advortiaor'a article 
a passage which may bo taken as the 
"school plank," to which our attention is 
directed by the title. The only sentence 
which may be said to ontain tho idea 
which the platform-maker desirea to 
convey is the following : " The oar 
dinal error in this department, as in every 
other branch of tho administration, 
is tho cQ'ort of those in power to centralise 
the system to maintain an Butooratio con- 
trol, when the healthful development of 
tho ayatem requires tho freest and the most 
liberal policy ou the port of the central 
authoritiea." Thia, we muat say, is not 
very clear, but it ia clear enough to ahow 
that what the Cotton division wants in tho 
matter of edaoation is the very opposite of 
what the Nanaimo contingent demands. 
The Cotton platform looks to less centraliza- 
tion. Tho Nanaimo platform demands 
more. Which platform embodies tho 
wiahea of tho Opposition party ? Tho 
Nanaimo platform is authorlzad, but there 
is no authority whatever for the education 
or any other plank of the Cotton platform. 
When the unauthorized Cotton planks are in 
direct opposition to the authorized Van- 
couver and Nanaimo planka, which ia to bo 
supposed to contain anexpreeeion of the well- 
understood wishes of the Opposition in 
British Columbia ?

GOVERNMEHT TO THE RESCUE. 

"It Is on Hand to Extend All Necessary As- 
sistance"-" Hadleal Means Imper- 
atively Necessary." 

The Hon. Theo. D<kvie, the Premier, was 
in town yesterday for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the actual condition of uffairs up 
the Fruser. The Steamers Transfer and 
(Uadya were instructed by the Premier last 
Monday evening to do all they could to re- 
lieve the farmers by removing their cattle, 
property and themselves to a place of safety 
and not to spare any cost nor time in waic^ 
ing upon all parties in need of aid. At that 
time it was not expected that the entire val- 
ley would be flooded to the degree that it 
now 'is, and the destruction carried to tho 
extreme that ib unfortunately hue. Since 
then the devastation haa continued and 
progressed at a rapid rate until it bocumo 
necoaaary to aecuro additional aid 
to make certain that neither life nor 
properly was unneceasarily sacrificed. 

Tho Couraer was engaged yeaterday morn- 
ing in tho work of reacue, and will hereafter 
traverae the waters of the Fruaor for that 
purpose until oil danger has paaaod. Tho 
contemptible allusion made in tho Colnui- 
bian tho other evening that tho Premier had 
refused lo ongugo the ciptain of the Couraer 
in the work cf reacueJbeoauBe ho was un Op- 
positionist ia unworthy of human kind. It 
was thought at tho lime that all that waa 
neccaaary waa to guarantiee to tho regular 
boats that travel up and down the river 
payment for all e.xtra work done by them 
to those who weso in need of aid and unable 
to pay for it. This the Premier did cheer- 
fully and readily, and waa prepared to do 
mui;h more if deemed neceatary. None will 
deny but what he complied with all that 
was retjuired at the time. Since then tho 
calamity has extended beyond all bounda 
and calculations, until it haa become imper- 
ative to use radical means to stay the ia 
creasing devastation and destruction. The 
Premier haa assured us that nothing will be 
spared by the Government to help the 
farmers in this contingency, and that what 
will bo done will have immediate attention. 

Our evening abeet ia too muoh filled with 
political nonsense to refer to the most seri- 
ous circumstances without attempting to 
mislead the public. It might have known 
that any government in any oauntry upon 
the face of the earth would have sui&oient 
humanity about it not to allow any political 
differences to interpose in a matter of this 
character that affected the life, property and 
livelihood of their fellow men. The evening 
paper cannot riae oven in a critical moment 
of this kind above political demaRogiam, und 
endeavors to muko political cupilul out of 
the misfortune and sulforinga of tho farmers 
of this valley. That it will fail in thiu ua in 
all provioua efforta of the kind few will 
deny. 

The Government ia on hand to extend all 
neceaaury asaiBtunce and have been hard at 
A'ork while the evening sheet hua been 
apreudiug itself with political gibberish.

NELSON ISLAND GRANITE 

Selected By tho United .States Bureau ot 
Yards iind Docks for the Port 
Orehiinl Uryilock. 

Mr. K. L. Fox, of Seattle, contractor for 
tho stonework of tho new U. S. drydook at 
Port Orchard, Wash., haa just completed 
arrangements with Mr. J. C. Prevoat, of the 
Nelson island quarry, for uU the granite ro- 
(piirod for the dock. Mr. Fox has secured 
tno exclusive right for tho whole output of 
the (juarry and will work it himself, put- 
Ling on immediately a force of some twenty 
men to begin with. 

Tho new dock, Mr. Fox explained yeater- 
day, is to bo over (il)0 feet long, tho largest 
in the United States, and with only cwo 
bigger ones in tho world. Tho British Col- 
luinbia granite ia tho choice of the Bureau 
of Varda and Uocka at Washington. Mr. 
Fox, when ho secured the contract, sent 
samples of Washington granite ua well ua 
spooimens from several liritish Columbia 
quarries, without specifying whence they 
came, with the result that the Bureau 
pitched upon the Nelson island stone as far 
superior to any other. It weighs 184 lbs. 
to the foot, the heaviest granite 
that Mr. Fox has over met with 
in hia experience , the famoua 
Aberdeen granite and that of the Quincy 
Masasohusetts quarries only weighing 17 
lbs. to the foot. 

The engineer in charge of the new dock, 
when the Nelson Island stone was submitted 
to him refused it, whereupon Mr. Fox sent 
his samples on to Washington un-named 
with the result already stated. The stone 
ia to bo used for the gates alone, the body of 
tho dock being built of piling and concrete. 
Seven thousand feet are to bo ([Uirriod im- 
ediatoly and tho transportation haa boon 
arranged for with Mr. T. F. Sinclair who 
will uao th') Spinster for towiug down the 
barges to Port Orchid. Mr. Fox atatea that 
he will hire all hia quarryuien in ]5ritiah 
(\)lumblu. for allhoUKO ho can get nicn 
the An]orican aide for J1.75 a day while he 
haa lo pay ifli. .jO fur Canadians, tho 
local men are tho beat quurrymen. 
ICvon with u duty of eleven cents a foot on 
tho stone, tho Nelson laland (juurry can bo 
worked BO oaaily that it ie cheaper to uue 
tl'.un tho inferior American atone. 

Thoro ia a probability that the aame atone 
will bo uaed for building tho sea wall nf the 
new canal which is to connect Lake Waah 
ington with salt water at Seattle, for ihe 
purpose of making a fresh water harbor of 
the lake. This immense undertaking, which 
ia to cost some §7,000,1(10, is expected to be- 
gin in the course of the next two months. The 
sou wall will reclaim over three miles square 
of land within tho limits of Seattle, and the 
lien which the promoters will have on the 
reclaimed land will, it is estimated, not only 
pay for the work, but give a surplus of some 
f3,.)00,000 when completed. 




FOK FOUIi THOUSAiNU DOLLARS. 

Ur. .Iiistiee Drake Hemlcrs ,)udgment for 
Foot ami Carter. 

In the case nf Foot and Carter v. Nicholles 
and Mason, Mr. Justice Drake yeaterday 
gave judgment for the plaint ifla. Thia was 
a auil for f t, ODD, an amount duo under an 
agreement to purchase from tho plaintifTa 
real eatate located in Reofow dialriol. The 
line of defence waa lack nf title to make 
proper conveyance. Tho main pointa of the 
judgment were : 

" Tho piaintilFd at tho date of this con- 
tract do«n to the time fixed for completion 
had power to compel Ihi' owner of tho free 
hold to convey. The di fimdant is a solicitor 
and prepared tho agreement of purchase. 
He knew what he was Inlying and what the 
Ijlainliil'j were selling, and he know tho title 
and expreaaad himself aatislisd with it. 

" With reference to the allegation that 
Mason was agent for Niohollea it ia clear 
from tho evidence of Nichollea himself that 
Mason was acting ior him in the matter, but 
it is not clear that he personally hud no in- 
lorest in the tranauotion. An tho contract 
ia drawn Meson is liable. Aa regards Nich- 
olles ho admila that Maaon was u trustee 
for him. I therefore am of opinion that tho 
plaintiffs are entitled to judgment for speci- 
fic performance of the agreement as against 
Mason subjeot to a reference as to title. 
And I reserve further directions and all 
coats and interest until the third party 
aotion is disposed of." 

Mr. W. J. Taylor appeared for Nicholles 
Mr. E. V. Bodwell for Mason, and Mesars. 
,1. P. Walls and A. S. Dunibleton for tho 
plaintiffs.

The Preliininary EsaminafiiSiB Into 
the Alle^red Libel Opened Yester- 
day Before MaieriHtraiw Macrae. 



<Jase for the Jf rosecutiou Proves De- 
cidedly Interesting— Au Adjourn 
ment Uatil Monday. 



The caao of Richurd Morrison, M.D, 
charged with crimical libel, occupied the 
attention of Megistrate Macrae all yesterday 
afternoon, publio interest in the matter be- 
ing evidenced by a crowded courtroom, with 
u largo proportion of membors of the Orange 
order among the Bpeotators. Mr. Arthur 
Davoy (of J. P. Walla' oHise) conducted the 
prosecution. (Mr. H. D. Uulmcken appear- 
ing for the defence), and presented a care- 
fully prepared and smoothly linked case, 
which was closed with the examination of 
the eighth witness, shortly after -5 o'clock. 
The testimony offered proved extremely in- 
teresting and furnished a good outiioe of 
the oircumstanoos and bickerings leading up 
to the arrest of the defendaat, 

Stephen Graham Campbell, the complain- 
ant, was the first witness put in the box. 
He disposed to being a grocer of the city cf 
Yiocoria, and also secretary of one of the 
city Orange lodges. On a recent Saturday 
evening witness while talking to a couple ui 
friende on Yates street, wiis accostud by il e 
dtfendent, who, us he passed by, iiquitrd, 
" How is Ctmpbell the blackmaiiet 'i" Wit- 
ness produced and placed in the cu^iody 
of the ourt a letter written to L O.L N •. 
14'?(i luid signed by Ur. Morrison, winch 
letter he ideutiliod as beiug in the hauA 
writing cf the nccuaod, bavini; often seen 
him write, and being in conettjuonco ac- 
quainted with hia ohlrogruphy. Xlio hand- 
writing on a wriippor reouived by Mr. Mc- 
Afee, eucloaing u certain [mmphlet (which 
with tlie wriipper wna ulao put la evidence), 
witness recognized aa being identical with 
Dr. Morrison's wtitiog on the letter entered 
as the first exhibit in the case. 

An objection was raised by counsel for the 
defence that the letter written by Dr. Mor- 
rlaon to the lodge was tao property of the 
lodge and could not therefore be made uue 
of. The reply of the witness was that the 
letter had been refused consideration by the 
lodge and was not its property. It was 
then daly labelled, and became one of the 
chief exhibits. 

G. H Jease, a clerk in the employ of the 
Hudson's lUy Co , identified the wrappfr 
addressed to "Rev. Father McAfee" as 
having been taken by him from the com- 
pany's post oifico bo.x, covering at the time 
a email paper or publication of some kind, 
which he had given to Mr. McAfee, the 
warehouaemiin in the Hudson's Buy Com- 
pany's employ here. Ho had read the writ- 
ing upon the envelope or wrapper beforg 
handing i' to Mr. McAfee, and remembered 
it aa the same us that on the piper produced 
in court. 

Croaa-examined by Mr. Holm-jken, the 
witness was sure the words on the wrapper 
of the paper taken by tiini from the post 
olfico were the snrne aa thosa on the exhibit 
— in fact ho Wis certain the exhibit was the 
identical paper delivered by him to Mr. Mc 
Afee. 

Andrew McAfee, warehouseman tor the 
Hudson's Diy Co., said that he knew the 
complainant Stephen Graham Campbell, or 
Graham Campbell us he ia generally called, 
and recognized the wrapper produced and 
addressed to "Rev. Father McAfee." He 
had received it on Tuf aday or Wednesday 
last from the last witness, it then containing 
a pamphlet called " The Converted Cath- 
olic." The wrapper he had himself marked 
with a red cross, so he had no hesitation in 
tw--. iI- that the wr(.-~ in court was the 
one he bad received from the mail. I'he 
envelope or wrapper waa addressed to "Rev. 
Father McAfee, Hudson's Hay store. Wharf 
street. City P. O , B C ," and across the 
end or top was written: " Return to G. 
Campbell, the blackmailer, liar, blasphemer 
and tire-fiend." 

Objection was here raised by counsel for 
the defence aa to what meaning the witness 
had placed upon the writing acroaa the end 
of the envelope, and whom he thought it 
had reference to. The objection was, how- 
( ver, overruled, and the witneas replied 
that ho had certainly taken it aa referring 
to Graham Campbell, to whom ho had 
handed the pamphlet j ust as ho had received 
it, at the earliest opportunity. 

To Mr. Heimcken : I om neither Rev. 
Father McAfee nor Rev. Father Murphy. 
I am president or Master of Liyul Orange 
lodge No. 1,420 My opinion of Dr. Morn 
son is not complimentary to him. I have 
no ill feeling against or toward him, but I 
do not think well of him. I was elected 
Master of the lodge either late in December 
or early in January — I oannot at present 
Bay which, 

Mr. Eelmsken— WerA you not present at 
the election held on the 8 .h of Deoembsc ? 

Witness — I must deoiine to perjure my- 
eclf. I have taken an obligation Dot ic 
divulge the secrets of the order. 

The Court holding that the answering of 
this question could not be taken as a viola- 
tion of the obligation, 

Witness replied : There was an election 
of oflicers, I believe, on the evening of the 
Hth of December ; I was not there, how- 
ever. Hugh H. McDonald was Maaler of 
the lodge in IS'J.'i, I do not know myaelf, 
but I have hoard and believe thot Dr. Mor- 
rison was elected Master on the 8lh of De- 
cember. Mr. Campbell was at the same 
time a niomb;rof the order, and waa the 
same evening elected Deputy Muater. Dr. 
Morriaon ia not at present the Master, nor 
is Mr. Campbell the Deputy Master ; L am 
at present Master, and a Mr. Clark is 
Deputy Master. Dr. Morrison is not at the 
present time a member of the order. 

Mr. Heimcken — How is it that he is not ? 

Mr. Davey objected that the witnes 
should be pressed to divulge secrets which 
he had taken an obligation to preserve in 
violate ; he bad carefully refrained in the 
direct examination from going into any 
evidence which might lead to dangerous 
ground. 

The court held that the witness had him 
anif left the way open for the qnestion, by 
saying that Dr. Morrison was not new 
a member of the order, and would therefore 
be required to answer. 

Mr. McAfee — He was expelled from L. 
L No, 1,*20 

^Ir. Helmckca — Was there not an appeal 
lodged ? 

Witneas— Yes. 

Mr. Heimcken — And what was the result 

of Huch appeal ? 

Witness — The appeal v/aa not conatitu 
tional. It wttB ecnt to u higher c-aurt than 
it should have been, and whieli tlierefon; 
wua not capable of legally paaaiug upon il, 
'I'lio appeal wiis taken to the Provincial 
(Jrand lodge, whereas tlio District lodge 
ahould have been asked to decide it. 

Mr. Heimcken— Hut what was the 
decision of the Grand lodge ? 

Witness — The (irand lodge rccnmniended 
the issuing of his oertilicate to Dr. Muni- 
aoD, but hud no right to do so, as the appeal 



had jampcd from the D.utriot lodge, w hich 
waa the oonatitutionally established court 
for its deterirination. We were not repre- 
sented as a lodge upon the appeal, and we 
do not intend to recognise or obty the re- 
commendation of the Grand lodge ; the oc 
rion taki'U by them was altoqotlier outside 
of tlieir juriadiction. I remember a met ting 
of tho lr)clgo being held at Temperance haii 
on the '.'oi-d of Diiccmber, the dc'fendant be- 
ing present. I was not that night in a 
bellii/erent mood. I did not tuko off my 
coat iir threaten to drive Ur. Morriaon out 
of town. I will not awoar that wo did not 
have a tow hot worda ; it ia posaiblo I may 
have spoken to him I believe it was at 
that meeting that I was elected master. 

M r. HelmOken— Has your lodge the right 
to alter or disobey a deoree of the Grand 
lodge ? 

Witness — Certainly, under some circum- 
stances. 

Uy Mr. Davey— Has not the Supremo 
Grand Master the right to set aside or over- 
rule the inatruotions of the Distrioi Grand 

Lodge ? 

Mr. Heimcken this time objected, and the 
objection being sustsdned -the question could 
noD be put. 

John Dividson was next called to identify 
a prescription written for him by Dr. Mor- 
rison in September last, and which was also 
pot in evidence as a specimen of the hand- 
writing of the accused. He had written it, 
witness said, in his (witness') proeence, in 
hia room on Johnson B'reoc. Witcosa waa a 
memb.T of L. 0. L 1,610. 

Iiaao Walsh, a veteran of tho Orange 
order in thia vicinity, was the next witness. 
He ideotitii-d t*o other pamphlets in wrap- 
pers aa having been delivered to him by tho 
postmoD ac his home, in very mujh tho 
same condtbinb oh now. The first bore the 
address : " I WhInH, Orange boodler, 7'J 
Pembroke street, C!iry P. O , B C ," and 
acrosH the carufr or e itl i f tna wrapper was 
written, " R-irurn to Father McAfee or 
Hlaokmailer Uaii.phett." The seoood paper 
was addressed to " Isaac Walsh, Esq , Dray- 
man, 79 Pembroke street, Victoria P. 0., 
U.C., with, on the end, " If not called for 
return to the Rev. Father McAfee, Hudson's 
B.iy store. Wharf street." Both of these 
envelopes contained Copies of "The Con- 
vor»"'' Catholic," and the one had also a 
smaller pamphlet, on the face of which was 
written the following : 

" Praying on tho corners of tho streets 
and in tho cliieBroom ia not religion. Tho 
Phariaeea did tho aanie. Your t)ogus reli- 
gion is outward ahow, and when tested and 
analysed does not contain a spark ot Christ's 
teoching, but man's invention and Satan's 
scheming. Read these quotations and in- 
wardly digest them, and they will do you 
more good than all you found in the Meiho- 
diaf. church. " 

To Mr. Helnicken — Subordinate lodges 
certainly have, under ef pocial circumstinoeF, 
the right to dtarei;ard a no jmnicuuation c>i 
tho Grand Lodge. 

H. K Brett, of the Attorney General's 
ollion, waa called to prove Dr. Morrison's 
signaturn attached to hia formal reaignation 
ot the otlice of coroner, and 

John Coltart took tho stand as un e.\-pert, 
in haudwriting. He had, ho said, had 
fifteen years (Kptri^nce in bank services 
and had made ohirography and its pecu- 
liarities a special stndy. He had made a 
careful examination of the eeveral exhibits 
of h'lndwriting which to the best of his 
knowledge and belief were all in the same 
handwriting— that identified in the letter t" 
the lodge, as nf Dr. Morrison. There hi d 
been no attempt at disguising the writing, 
but he had, to make assurance doubly sure, 
made a microscopic examination occupying 
over two hours, with the result that his 
opinion that tho several exhibits were all 
written by the same pertoii, was firmly con- 
vinced. 

John Shore, 'a oirpenttr of Johnson 
street, recalled a conversation hotwem 
Campbell and Dr. Morriaon held en Yates 
street the second Saturday in April, thrro 
being present George Brimston and Mr. 
McAfee also. Dr. Morricoa in passing said: 
"How is Campbell the blackmailer?" 
Campbell replied by tolling tho doctor to gi 
oc and '" not say that again." t'lmpboha 
moment later followed the doctor to the door 
of his oliioe on Yates street, where they hud 
some further words. Witness came up aa 
they were talking, and look Campbell away 
— he said to Campbell " come on ; don't 
stand talking to him." 

Tho complaiuai t, S. G. Caiipboll, was by 
rc(iue8t of counsel lor tho defence returned 
to the box for croas examination. He waa 
first asked as to the incidenta of the meet- 
ing with Dr. Mnriiion ri ferred to by th ■ 
laat witnesa. Di-. Morrison had in passing 
called witness u blackmailer, and witnesa 
had replied not to soy that again. Liter, 
witncaa had walked over to the door of the 
acoueed'a ofhco and told him that if ho called 
him a blackmailer again he would got a 
smash in tho face. 

Mr. Heimcken — Did you strike him ''. 

W itneas — He did not say it again. If ho 
had I would have etrnok him ; I was in 
earnest. 

Mr. Heimcken — T suppose yod were per- 
fectly cool yourself? 

Witneas — I was. I was thoroughly angry, 
bat I could keep cool. Naturally I was 
very much annoyed, and if he hadoalledme 
a blackmailer again I wou'd have done as I 
pf^miaed. 

When pressed for an explanation as to 
how it came that he was no longer Deputy 
Master, though elected to the oflice on the 
8th of December, witness said that tho bal- 
lot box had been stuffed on one election that 
evening and in coneecjuenco tho whole elec- 
tion had, by vote of the lodge, boon declared 
null and void. It was not at tho election 
for the Deputy Master that the ballot box 
was stuffed ; tho election for Master took 
place the same evening. The entire election 
of the evening waa declared null and void 
by a majority vote of those present, on a 
division. The document which witnesa had 
identified aa in Dr. Morrison's writing had 
boon passed to him as secretary of L 0. L 
1,426 

Mr. Heimcken— Then it is a lodge docu- 
ment ? 

Witness — It is not; tho lodge refused to 
receive it. 

Mr. Heimcken — Then to whcm does it lie- 
lons? 

Witness— It belongs to the court at pre- 
sent. It Is marked an rxhibit. 

The lodge was not, Mr. Campbell con- 
tinued, represented op the appeal to tho 
Grand Lodge from expulsion from tbe order ; 
it was on Dr, Moiri^on's appeal from the 
oncellation of hia election as master that 
the lodgo had been represented. 

This closed the case for the prnseontion, 
and Mr. Heimcken argued that there had 
been no evid-'iico introduced that would 
justify a c->mtnittal for trial. 

Tho cDU-t held a contrary opinion, and 
aakcd tho formal (|i:o8'inn if tho i^coused 
wished at the lueumit aiago of the proet-ed- 
ingH to make any statement or to c^ull any 
witnoR.oo3 in ributtnl of tho evidence ofHiri d, 
Mr. Heimcken applied for time to conBi'iiir 
hia reply, and tho enquiry was thereupon 
adjourned until Monday next at 11 a,ni.

On the .'ilst of March last witness was 
sellin}^ tickets for the matinee of the Carle- 
ton Opor:» Company. Prisoner Whittall 
asked ilie I ri e of a box for tho afternoon, 
and WHS iulorined that, tho price was for 
the uficrniion or $S for tho evening. 
^^'hittlill oiftred to pay for the box by 
lea\lngn c'liock at the Hotel Victoria lor 
$i:i Wiini'flH refuted to take tho ch(iek, 
sayini; ih-ii Whittall was a stranger. Kdid 
had spoken up and staled, " It's all riyht, 
1 was witii him to-day in tho lUuk of li. C. 
and saw nim deposit some monty. " On 
this roprtseuiation pri.soners had been per- 
mitted to enter the theatre. 

After ttiu play witness went to the Hotel 
Victoria aud aaUed for the check. The 
clerk handed out a chock for §13, signed by 
Peroy Whittall. On Mondoy morning this 
cheoK was paid into tho liank of Montreal, 
on account, uud later in tho day returned 
with payment refused by tho Bank of 
British Cjlumbia. 

Crosa eiamined by Mr. Goo. E. Powell 
for the detoiK^c — If Reid had not been at tho 
wicket, would not have believed Whittall, 
and would not have accepted the check. 
Would not have taken Beid as aeonrity, but 
tiioaght he waa telling the truth when he 
said that /he money was on deposit. 

H. Hiodersoo, bookkeeper for previous 
witneas, was cUl^d. Prisoner came into 
the store about 6 p.m. and said 
that a uheak was waiting at the 
Victoria hotel. Mr, Jamieson went out 
after the oneok. Just afterward Whittall 
same b^tck and asked for tickets to the box. 
The pass to the box was written out and 
handed over. Whittall had beon drinking 
but was not drunk. The tiokot was given 
because from what Mr. Jamieson had said 
witutsB thi iight the check was at the hotel. 

Thoinae II, Landy, bookkeeper at tho 
Bank of Britiah Columbia, identified the 
check ab havjng beon presented for payment 
and marked " no account." 

H. I? Hoynee, paying teller in the Bank 
cf British ('olumbia, was positive that 
no depoait had been made by Whittall on 
the .'il Jt of March. 

Uuder crosa examination — Would not 
know If a deposit had been made in the 
savint,8 liep.wtment. 

T. If. i'atteraon, tho other receiving 
teller, was i .lually clear on tho same points. 

Henry WiI.hou, clerk in the Hotel Vic- 
toria, remembered having received a chock 
from Wnittall, who said Mr. Jamieson 
would e»i; ;or it, Did not see the check 
written. 

Cress-examined : Whittall had been drink- 
irg all I ho time he was at the hotel. Ho had 
ordered $44 worth of liijuors in ono week ; 
his whole bill was over ^,St) Reid was act- 
ing as valot for Whittall, under written cou. 
tract, which witnesa had read. 

G, K Parkn, of tho savings bank depart- 
ment of the B>nk of British Columbia, fdlt 
very sure that the name of Whittall was not 
on the books of his department. 

This cloaed i he case for the Crown and 
the defence called John Thomas, who was at 
the theatre on the evening of tlie Slat nod 
saw the two priaonera in a lower brx. 
Whittvll appeared to be drunk ; Reid had 
helped hiin out of the box between the acts.

To Regulate Hawkers and Pedtdlers. 

WHEllKAS, in accordance with tbo provi- 
aions ot the Municipal Act, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Acts thereto, the CoanoU is empowered to 
make, alter and repeal by-laws inter alia to 
liccnso, regulate and govern hawkers and ped- 
dlers In such manner as may be deemed ex- 
pedient.

Iowa 

1. The Howkers and Peddlers Numbering 
By-law, 1893 (No. IFO), is hereby repealed, and 
tho following by-law aub3tltulod therefor : 

2. Kvery llawkor or Peddler hawking or 
peddling within the iimiit; ui tho C.ty of Vic- 
toi ia shall pay a llcunaa tee of $29 tor evory six 
months, as provided by the Revenue By-law, 
1893. 

3. K-rery Hawker or P«ddlor licensed under 
tho Revenue By-law, I^, shall at tho timo of 
the issue of his lironso receivo from tbo Col- 
lector a plate bearing a number, which ahall 
be affixed on a prominent p'ace on tho ontaido 
of hia wagon, cart or other vehicle or baakel,

Cripple Creek Miners Beady to Fight Unless 
a Compromise be Soon HeacUed. 

CuiPPLE Creek, June 1. — All is quiet ex 
pectanoy on the hill. Should the Governor 
not effect a compromise a bloody battle will 
follow. To aucocasfully advance upon the 
fort would require a much stronger force 
than now enlisted in the oorvice of the 
sheriff. The picket linos are so a rong now 
that a man can't enter cimp or leave it 
without uu order from the commander. A 
regular court marshal baa been estubliehed 
and aeaaiona are held nigtiJ^. The strictest 
military duty is enforced. The miners on 
Hull hill received a large quantity of pro- 
visions and ammunition. They are rein- 
forcing their podtion at every pniot. They 
havo received shells for a 25 pound field 
piece, which ia so located that they can 
cover all approaohes. Three stagps oa tbe 
Cripple C^ieik and Canon City mill lino to 
Liurence have been stopped by armed men. 
All the p\s»orgera wore relieved of their 
fire arms. Ou'going conveyance are loaded 
with frightened people ll'-eing from the 
lhreater.c(i danger. The atrlk-r.'! are now- 
making pridonera i f men whom they con- 
aider dangerouo to their sufoty. They took 
three non-union men from the Bummit mine 
and riddled the telephone ollicu with Imllota. 

(Jeorgn .lulinsan, who coinmbnda Iho 
Btrikera' forces, i-erved with (.'upiain Zilin- 
ukl in the United Stales army, and it ia said 
Ilia knowledge of tho principles of the Z il- 
inaki dyuaniito guns hue enabled him to 
conatruct a (iangeroun weapon which was 
Hied ugainal tho dopuiioa. It can throw 
dynamite aoveral hundred feet.

Springs in large numbers, as they atate that 
they no longer dare remain lit their homea.

They toll storiea of 
outrageouB treatment and of innumerable 
threath from the s'rikerB.
